Wooden filing vices are used for holding the two-men cross cut saws in position for setting, bevelling, 
deburring, trimming, jointing, etc.

The figures given in this standard are meant only for illustrations and should not be considered as sugges- 
tive of any standard design. 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, the final 
value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of a ten or analysis, shall be rounded off in accordance 
with IS 2 : 1960 'Rules for rounding off numerical values (revised )\ The number of significant places 
retained in the rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard.

4 SHAPE AND DIMENSIONS 

The typical shape and dimensions of the filing 
vice shall be as given in Fig. 1 . 

5 WORKMANSHIP AND FINISH 

5.1 Wood used shall be free from defects^ such as 
knots, cracks, splits, etc. 

5.2 Opening of jaws shall be smooth, 

6 DESIGNATION 

The wooden filing vice shall be designated by its 
name and number of this Indian Standard as: 

Wooden Filing vice IS 13821 

7 PACKING 

Packing shall be as agreed to between the manu- 
facturer and the purchaser. 

8 MARKING 

8.1 Each filing vice shall be clearly and legibly 
stamped with the Indication of the source of 
manufacture, and the batch or code number. 

8.2 Each wooden filing vice may also be marked 
with the standard mark. 

9 SAMPLING 

Unless otherwise agreed to between the manufac- 
turer and the purchaser, for ascertaining confor- 
mity of the lot, the procedure for sampling and 
inspection as given in IS 2500 ( Part 1 ) : 1973 
shall be followed. 

The sampling plan, inspection level and AQL to 
be followed for various characteristics shall be as 
given in 9.1. 

9.1 For dimensions and visual inspection a single 
sampling plan with inspection level III and AQL 
of 2 5 percent as given in Tables 1 and 2 of 
IS 2500 ( Part 1 ) : 1973 shall be followed.
